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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 



In complinace with the requirements of Section 25, Chap- 
ter 21 of the Revised Laws the County Commissioners re- 
spectfully submit the following report: 

COUNTY TAX AND REDUCTION OF 
COUNTY DEBT. 

The County Tax for the year 1902 was but $90,000. In 
no year since 1894 has it been so low. For the next year 
it will be considerably increased. 

There has been assessed upon the county and paid during 
the year to the State on account of highways, constructed by 
the State Highway Commission the sum of $5,672.79, and 
to the South Boston Savings Bank pn loan which matured 
December ist, the sum of $10,000. 

The interest bearing indebtedness is now $41,023.68 while 
on the first day of Japuary, 1902, it was $45,672.79. Of this 
indebtedness $11,023.68 is on account of highway con- 
structed in said County during the year 1901 under the 
direction of the Masachusetts Highway Commissioners. 

REPAIRING AND FURNISHING COUNTY 

BUILDINGS. 

In repairing the County buildings the work has been done 
by the day. The Treasurer's report gives a detailed state- 
ment of the cost.. In this connection it is but just to say 
that the House of Correction has been greatly improved at 
a comparatively small expense as a large part of the work has 
been done by the prisoners under the direction of the Master. 
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HIGHWAYS, BRIDGES AND LAND DAMAGES. 

No private ways have been laid out and no highways laid 
out under the betterment law and the Commissioners have 
made no application to the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission. 

The Town Clerk of Marshfield was directed by the Com- 
missioners to record the decree of the Selectmen of said town 
laying out a town way therein under the petition of James 
E. Vaughn, the Town having refused to accept the report of 
the Selectmen. 

There are no suits pending in relation to damages occa- 
sioned by the laying out of highways in 1902. 

Under the petition of the Mayor and Aldermen of the City 
of Brockton specific alteration in Ames Street Bridge and its 
approaches were ordered and by agreement the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford R. R. and the City of Brockton 
assumed the cost of construction and land damages. 

Under the petition of George F. Welch and others a new 
highway about three miles in lenght was laid out in Scituate 
and the town was directed to construct in accordance with a 
grade plan submitted. In this and all cases of alteration a 
general order was passed, the County paying land damages — 
the Town to pay for construction. 

During the year special awards have been made on account 
of land damages sustained by the alteration of highways in 
1902 and previous thereto as follows:

. STATE HIGHWAYS. 

The 'tabulated report of the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission is made a part of this report. This table shows that 
the State Highway Commissioners have constructed in the 
County of Plymouth since 1894 about thirty-six (36) miles 
of highway at an expense to the State of Two Hundred 
Ninety Two Thousand Five Hundred Fifty Four ($292,- 
554.00) Dollars, and that they have paid in repairs Nine 
Thousand Three Hundred Sixty Seven ($9,367.00) Dollars. 
Of the Three Hundred One Thousand Nine Hundred 
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Twenty One( $301,921.00) Dollars expended as aforesaid, 
the County has already paid Fifty Seven Thousand Eight 
Hundred Thirty Five and 88-100 ($57,835.88) Dollars and 
will be required to pay an additional sum of Seventeen 
Thousand Six Hundred Forty Four and 55-100 ($17,644.- 
55) Dollars. The State Highway Q)mmissioners have ex- 
pended in the construction of highways within the Common- 
wealth during the time named (including office expenses, 
surveys and supervision) the sum of Four Million Three 
Hundred Eighty Eight Thousand One Hundred ($4,388,- 
100.00) Dollars. Of this sum the County of Plymouth will 
pay as stated above Seventy Five Thousand Four Hundred 
Eighty ($75,480.00) Dollars, and the other counties in the 
Commonwealth will be required to pay Nine Hundred 
Twenty Four Thousand ($924,000.00) Dollars, leaving the 
Commonwealth to pay the sum of Three Million Three 
Hundred Eighty Eight Thousand Six Hundred Twenty 
($3,388,620.00) Dollars. 

On the present basis of apportionment a State tax of Three 
Million Three Hundred Eighty Eight Thousand Six Hun- 
dred Twenty ($3,388,620.00) Dollars will require a pay- 
ment by the towns and city in the County of Plymouth of 
Ninety Five Thousand Five Hundred Ninety Three ($95,- 
593.00) Dollars. As stated, there are now thirty six miles 
of State Highway in one City and fourteen Towns in the 
County, and the one City and twenty-six towns have paid or 
are to pay on account of all the highways now constructed 
in the State the sum of One Hundred Seventy One Thousand 
Seventy Three ($171,073.00) Dollars. 

The policy of the County Commissioners has been to pay 
the State Highway assessment as soon as possible after the 
receipt thereof. 

The amount to be added to the County tax for the ensuing 
year on account of said assessment will be Eleven Thousand 
Twenty Three and 68-100 ($11,023.68) Dollars.
